Holla’s Pressure for Prob e of 
Justice Dept. May Bring New 
Investigation of Teamsters

Washington, D.C<-Twice con­ 
victed Jimmy Hoffa — still under 
secret investigation b y three 
federal agencies - may 
b e 
opening a Pandora's b ox from 
which will slither his past links 
with men denounced b y U. 8. 
authorities as the most un­ 
savory criminal elements in 
the land. 
Hoffa’s Teamsters have b een 
coming “ in droves’* during this 
election year to pressure mem* 
b ers of the House Judiciary 
Committee into voting a prob e 
of the Justice Dept. Eventually 
they may get their prob e. But 
not the kind Hoffa wants. 
The constant pressure has 
angered many of the 25-man 
House committee. Some with 
whom I’ve spoken have b een 
provoked into going over the 
federal records privately to d*. 
termine whether the Justice 
Dept, was justified in crack­ 
ing down on the Brotherhood of 
Teamsters9 b eleagured chief. 
In the official, documented 
McClellan committee reports, 
for example, they have found 
statements revealing Jim Hof­ 
fa’s friendship and association 
with men accused under oath 
of b eing part of the Cosa Nos­ 
tra, the Mafia, and toe Ca­ 
pone 
crime 
syndicate. Ir­ 
ritated congressmen have said 
recently that a prob e of the 
Justice Dept, would have to 
b ring these connections right 
into the open at pub lic b earings. 
There is no doub t, for eu» m- 
pie, of Hoffa’s old friendship 
with ex-convict Johnny Dio who 
was named as part of a Cosa 
Nostra group b y Joe Valachi late 
last year. Hoffa once offered 
Dio any job he wanted to toe 
Teamsters. 
There are other such con­ 
tacts. The McClellan commit­ 
tee report reveals that “ James 
R. Hoffa has a long and con- 
tinued association with Lou Far­ 
rell, a Des Moines, Iowa, rack­ 
et figure who is also Involved 
In the lab or relations b usiness.

committee identified him as a 
Capone mob ster operating to 
Iowa.99 
This same summary states 
that “ James R. Hoffa has had 
a long and continuing associa­ 
tion with Angelo Meli, a De­ 
troit prohib ition hoodlum. » .” 
There is also Joey Gllmco, 
still president of Teamsters 
Chicago local 777. This asso­ 
ciate of Hoffa’s is identified to 
the government document as a 
“ close associate of Lucky Li^>

With these words, Colonel 
Hugh H. Waggoner expressed 
the concern of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol on the Lab or 
Day holiday. 
The Patrol expects the traffic 
patterns to b e ab out the same 
as last year. The holiday period 
will b egin 6:00 p.m. Friday, 
Septemb er 4, and extend to mid­ 
night, Monday, Septemb er 7. 
The Patrol records indicate 
that if the accident pattern per­ 
sists, most of the accidents 
will occur on Saturday. Our 
records for the past ten years 
show an average of .27 deaths 
per hour during that 24 hour 
period. The six-hour period 
from 6:00 p.m. Friday to mid­ 
night has averaged .23 deaths 
an hour. The average for Mon­ 
day is .16; and Sunday, the 
lowest, .11 plus. 
During the ten-year period, 
146 traffic deaths have b een 
counted during the Lab or Day 
period. The greatest toll for 
the period was 27 In 1956; and 
the lowest, 6 In 1958. 
When asked If he could predict 
the greatest cause of accidents 
during the Lab or Day period 
Colonel Waggoner said: “ There 
is no single cause in an acci­ 
dent. An accident is the result 
of a series of incidents. In 
practically every accident hum­ 
an failure will b e one of the in­ 
cidents/ 
“If drivers make no mistakes, 
this will b e the safest holiday 
ever recorded,” he added. “ It 
can hardly b e expected, b ut 
wouldn't it b e nice if every­ 
b ody got home safe.” 
The Colonel pointed out that 
speed will b e an Incident In 
many of the accidents, and that 
it can b e speed too fast or speed 
too slow for the conditions that 
exist. 
He said, “ Slow speed creates 
congestion which adds tremend­ 
ously to the hazards, and high 
speed allows the driver the least 
chance to prevent b eing involved 
from his own or someone elses 
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mistakes. Drinking,” he 
“ will also b e involved In the 
prob lem b ecause drinking driv­ 
ers will make mors errors sad 
have less chance of overcoming 
them. 
“If I could talk to every driv­ 
er,” the Colonel mused, “1 
would try to make them realize 
that every incident on toe high­ 
way can b e one of a series tost 
results to tragedy. For toe most 
part, when drivers fail to under­ 
stand this, they will reach toe 
point-of no-return in the accl- 
i dent situation b efore they real­ 
ize they are In it.” 
He concluded,

Five Little Leayueres have died as a result 
of being struck by a pitched or thrown ball, 
a total net considered abnormal. 
A survey of 1,990 doctors who have sons in 
Little League baseball showed that 99 per cent 
of them felt that the sport was appropriate to 
the aye, stage of growth, physical make-up 
and skill of the boys.

Hoffa's Pressure tor Probe of 
Justice Dept. May Bring New 
Investigation of Teamsters

Washington, DjC<-Twice con­ 
victed Jimmy Hof fa — still under 
secret investigation by three 
federal agencies - may 
be 
opening a Pandora's box from 
which will slither his past links 
with men denounced by U, S. 
authorities as the most un­ 
savory criminal elements in 
the land. 
Hoffa's Teamsters have been 
coming ” in droves'* during this 
election year to pressure mem., 
bers of the House Judiciary 
Committee into voting a probe 
of the Justice Dept. Eventually 
they may get their probe. But 
not the kind Hoffa wants. 
The constant pressure has 
angered many of the 25-man 
House committee. Some with 
whom I've spoken have been 
provoked into going over the 
federal records privately to de­ 
termine whether the Justice 
Dept, was justified in crack­ 
ing down on the Brotherhood of 
Teamsters* beleagured chief. 
In the official, documented 
McClellan committee reports, 
for example, they have found 
statements revealing Jim Hof­ 
fa's friendship and association 
with men accused under oath 
of being part of the Cosa Nos­ 
tra, the Mafia, and the Ca. 
pone 
crime 
syndicate. Ir­ 
ritated congressmen have said 
recently that a probe of the 
Justice Dept, would have to 
bring these connections right 
into the open at public hearings. 
There is no doubt, tor exam­ 
ple, of Hoffa's old friendship 
with ex-convict Johnny Dio who 
was named as part of a Cosa 
Nostra group by Joe Valachl late 
last year. Hoffa once offered 
Dio any job he wanted in the 
Teamsters. 
There are other such con­ 
tacts. The McClellan commit­ 
tee report reveals that “James 
R. Hoffa has a long and con­ 
tinued association with Lou Far­ 
rell, a Des Moines, Iowa, rack­ 
et figure who is also Involved 
in the labor relations business. 
Reports 
of 
the 
Ketouver 
committee Identified him as a 
Capone mobster operating to 
Iowa.” 
This same summary states 
that "James R. Hoffa has had 
a long and continuing associa­ 
tion with Angelo Meli, a De­ 
troit prohibition hoodlum. -.” 
There is also Joey Gllmco, 
still president of Teamsters 
Chicago local 777. This asso­ 
ciate of Hoffa’s Is Identified to 
the government document as a 
"close associate of Lucky Li^ 
clano, Tony Accardo, Murray

Hugh H. Waggoner expressed 
the concern of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol on the Labor 
Day holiday. 
The Patrol expects the traffic 
patterns to be about the same 
as last year. The holiday period 
will begin 6:00 p.m. Friday, 
September 4, and extend to mid­ 
night, Monday, September 7. 
The Patrol records indicate 
that if the accident pattern per­ 
sists, most of the accidents 
will occur on Saturday. Our 
records for the past ten years 
show an average of .27 deaths 
per hour during that 24 hour 
period. The six-hour period 
from 6:00 p.m. Friday to mid­ 
night has averaged .23 deaths 
an hour. The average for Mon­ 
day is .16; and Sunday, the 
lowest, .11 plus. 
During the ten-year period, 
146 traffic deaths have been 
counted during the Labor Day 
period. The greatest toll for 
the period was 27 in 1956; and 
the lowest, 6 in 1958. 
When asked If he could predict 
the greatest cause of accidents 
during the Labor Day period 
Colonel Waggoner said: “ There 
Is no single cause in an acci­ 
dent. An accident is the result 
of a series of incidents. In 
practically every accident hum­ 
an failure will be one of the in­ 
cidents. 
“ If drivers make no mistakes, 
this will be the safest holiday 
ever recorded,” he added. “ It 
can hardly be expected, but 
wouldn't it be nice if every­ 
body got home safe.” 
The Colonel pointed out that 
speed will be an Incident In 
many of the accidents, and that 
it can be speed too fast or speed 
too slow tor the conditions that 
exist. 
He said, “ Slow speed creates 
congestion which adds tremend­ 
ously to the hazards, and high 
speed allows the driver the least 
chance to prevent being Involved 
from his own or someone elses 
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mistakes. Drinking,” he said, 
“will also be involved In the 
problem because drinking driv­ 
ers will make more errors aad 
have less chance of overcomlag 
them. 
“If I could talk to every driv­ 
er,” the Colonel mused, “I 
would try to make them realize 
that every incident on the high­ 
way can be one of a series that 
results in tragedy. For the most 
part, when drivers fail to under- 
, stand this, they will reach the 
point-of no-return in the accl- 
> dent situation before they real­ 
ize they are in it.” 
He concluded. "My advice 
would beTttolrt drink if you 
are going to drive. Drive at a 
reasonably sensible speed - 
neither too fast not too slow, 
and give driving one hundred

Humphrey refused. 
“ The man to run tor vice 
president on your ticket is Gene 
McCarthy,” he advised. "He's 
the guy tor you. But you’ve got 
to promote him. Tell some 
newspapermen about him - pub­ 
licize him.” 
He went on to tell how he 
had ended up his Wisconsin 
campaign $27,000 in the hole, 
how he had begged, borrowed,

West Virginia. Kennedy had: 
toe money, he didn't. 
“ The only thing I had in 
West Virginia.” he said, "was 
Humphrey* I had no gas com­ 
pany, no oil wells, no iron 
mines no femily fortune.

I don’t plan to give y ou stitch-by -stitch sewing lessons but I do 
hope to help y ou mak e y our clothes look just a little bit more pro­ 
fessional, to be more creative and imaginative with sty le and fabric, 
and to pass along to y ou the “extras” 
I’ve learned by sewing every ­ 
thing from coats to bathing suits . . . AND . .. loving every minute 
of it! 
SEEING \O l) IN A PATTERN 
I've chosen this “tak e-y ou-any where-any time” pattern to illus­ 
trate what I consider the most important thing in sewing; the 
ability to look at a pattern and see a ll its possibilities. This, to me, 
is more important than the technical aspects of sewing. Certainly , 
a well-placed dart or a carefully lined sk irt will mak e y our clothes 
tailored perfectly to y our every inch . . . but to get that custom- 
made, original wardrobe that sewing 
en titles y ou to . . . adapt every 
pattern to y ou. 


24 HOUR FASHION 
As a perfect example of the effects y ou can achieve with one sty le, 
tak e the two chic y oung ladies shown here. They ’re both wearing 
Simplicity pattern 5660 . .. each is simple to do, y et are wonderfully 
different fashions. The bright tweed jumper, with its deep sleeve­ 
lessness (very new, this y ear) and plunging V-neck will put y ou 
right at the head of y our fashion class. The same pattern, done in a 
delicate, pastel wool with neck insert and easy , graceful sleeves, 
becomes a perfect date dress. 
You could

those used in today ’s pattern, need heavy duty mercerized thread 
... one shade dark er than the fabric .. . and a coarse needle, sewing 
approximately 8 stitches per inch. To help y ou in mak ing the right 
selections, there is a free leaflet available which contains complete 
information on thread, needles, sewing machines and correct pres­ 
sure and tension.

SEEING YOU IN A PATTERN 
I've chosen this “take-you-anywhere-anytime” pattern to illus­ 
trate what I consider the most important thing in sewing; the 
ability to look at a pattern and see all its possibilities. This, to me, 
is more important than the technical aspects of sewing. Certainly, 
a well-placed dart or a carefully lined skirt will make your clothes 
tailored perfectly to your every inch . . . but to get that custom- 
made, original wardrobe that sewing entitles you to . . . adapt every 
pattern to you. 


24 HOUR FASHION 
As a perfect example of the effects you can achieve with one style, 
take the two chic young ladies shown here. They’re both wearing 
Simplicity pattern 5660 . . . each is simple to do, yet are wonderfully 
different fashions. The bright tweed jumper, with its deep sleeve­ 
lessness ( very new, this year) and plunging V-neck will put you 
right at the head of your fashion class.

CRIME IS A PARASITE, feed­ 
ing upon public disinterest and 
moral lethargy. I am quoting 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation--the FBI. In a recent 
address he pointed out tiiat 
since 1946 our national crime 
totals have more than doubled 
and that since 1957 these crimes 
have risen five times as fast 
as our growing population. 
Nowhere has this increase 
been more pronounced than 
among America’s youth. Last 
year, persons under 18 years of 
age were involved in 43 per 
cent of all arrests for serious 
crimes. They accounted for 22 
per cent of the robbery arrests, 
nearly half of the arrests for 
burglaries and larcenies and 
well over half of the automo­ 
bile arrests in the United 
States. 
“ The re Is a moral breakdown 
among young people In the Uni­ 
ted States,” said Mr. Hoover. 
“ The crime rate Is outdistan­ 
cing the population increase; 
pornography is flourishing and 
there is a quest for status at 
the expense of morality. 
“ The heavy toll of crime, 
both juvenile and adult, Is a 
direct product of self-indul­ 
gence 
and 
irresponsibility. 
There is a pattern of flight 
from responsibility.” 
I WAS ATTRACTED to this 
cogent observation by a news 
story which related that a Judge 
in a Chicago suburb said that 
“every home needs a wood­ 
shed.” He is Judge William J. 
Obermiller, who attracted na­ 
tional attention last year when 
he sentenced juvenile offenders 
to be spanked. 
He is now known as the “ Spank­ 
ing Judge” and If his precepts 
were followed the crime rate 
which concerns Mr. Hoover 
might be considerably reduced. 
“Children 
don’t 
need bud­ 
dies,” the Judge observed, 
“ they need parents. They need 
guidance. They need a woodshed 
sometimes. I believe that 95 per 
cent of the gang-type conduct 
begins in the living room. We 
have become so sophisticated 
that we have overlooked old- 
fashioned answers to these 
problems.” 
Bravo, Mr. Judge! We have be­ 
come so enmeshed in the “ sci­ 
entific” 
solution of juvenile 
problems, so concerned over 
the proper psychology In the 
rearing of our children proper­ 
ly—that Is, the “ modern” way 
—that the old-fashioned meth­ 
ods we of the older generation 
knew have been forgotten. 
Parenthetically, the old gen­ 
eration that was subject to 
woodshed 
discipline 
hasn’t 
made a too Inglorious show­ 
ing. Again we refer to Mr. 
Hoover. 
WHATEVER MAY BE the ad­ 
vantages of the woodshedtreat­ 
ment in the home, there is the 
problem of how corporal pun­ 
ishment can be handled in the 
schools. 
There are restric­ 
tions, some of them of legal 
import. If a school kid objects 
to discipline, if he defies his 
teacher and sets an example 
of incorrigible rebellion to or­ 
derly conduct, what is the teach­ 
er to do? Is he permitted to 
slug the offender and by brute 
force make him a decent citi­ 
zen? 
The states do not agree on 
how this delicate issue is to 
be handled. To what extent Is 
the rod to be returned as an 
instrument of curbing juvenile* 
resistance to authority? 
The issue is brought into fo­ 
cus by what is happening in the 
national capital, Washington, 
D.C. where corporal punish­ 
ment in the schools is banned. 
Superintendent of Schools Carl 
F. Hansen has recommended 
that the ban be lifted as one 
aid to restoring order and dis­ 
cipline in a system that is con­ 
stantly in the throes of tur­ 
moil.

He does not say that there 
should be unlimited use of the 
rod and the brass-edged ruler 
but he believes his teachers 
should have the authority tr 
inflict physical punishment as a 
deterrent to the impertinence 
and insolence that are actually 
encouraged under present regu­ 
lations, with pupils taunting the 
teacher, with the threat to have 
the law on them if they so 
much as administer a smart­ 
ing slap. 
THE DISTRICT of Columbia 
schools were the first to deseg­ 
regate after the Supreme Court 
ruling. There are, inevitably, 
racial tensions which were ac­ 
cented last Thanksgiving Day 
when an all-Negro team lost 
a football game to a team pre­ 
dominately white. There was a 
riot and 300 persons were in­ 
jured. 
An investigation by a citi­ 
zens’ committee followed and 
it reported lawlessness and lack 
of control in the schools. 
Mr. Hansen has therefore re­ 
quested the school board to give 
him the authority to expel or 
suspend unruly students, to put 
disorderly students in special 
classes apart from the others 
and to lift the ban on cor­ 
poral punishment. 
Inasmuch as the District is 
operated by a committee of 
Congress, action is slow, one 
reason being that the states do 
not agree on the type of pun­ 
ishment for unruly pupils. 
For instance, New Jersey is 
the only state that prohibits cor­ 
poral 
punishment. In three 
s ta te s —Pennsylvania, 
West 
Virginia and Oklahoma—the law 
puts the teacher in the cate­ 
gory of a parent who presumably 
has all the right he needs to 
take care of the disturbing prog­ 
eny. 
Four states—Florida, Mon­ 
tana, Vermont and Virginia— 
definitely permit teachers to 
inflict 
corporal 
punishment 
“ under 
certain conditions.” 
Montana requires that the par­ 
ent or guardian must be noti­ 
fied except when there is open 
and flagrant defiance by the 
pupil. 
In most states the teacher is 
given the authority “ to pre­ 
serve the peace” with the pro­ 
viso that punishment must not 
be excessive and that it must 
be reasonable in its imposi­ 
tion. 
Missouri has not gone into 
the issue with too much vigor 
but an Attorney General's opin­ 
ion a dozen years ago said dis­ 
cipline was needed and proper­ 
ly imposed would be permitted. 
BACK OF ALL THIS is the 
fact that in many states a teach­ 
er is subject to legal reprisal— 
in other words, can be sued— 
if the parents of disorderly 
pupils feel their dear kids have 
been abused. The possibility 
that a teacher may be jerked 
into court is a deterrent to the 
exercise of keeping the unruly 
pupils in line. 
I wonder how the court would 
rule if a teacher defended him­ 
self against rockthrowlng hood­ 
lums--and there have been such 
cases. According to an official 
survey, there have been 60 re­ 
ported cases of assault and 
battery against teachers dur­ 
ing this century. 
Have we reached the point 
where teaching is a hazardous 
profession in which the teacher 
is called on to defend himself

with fist or club when the “ poor 
dears” decide to wage guerrilla 
warfare on the one who is sup­ 
posed to point the way to the 
better American life? 
“ IT IS UTTERLY TRAGIC,” 
said Mr. Hoover, “ that many 
otherwise Intelligent people de­ 
velop a blind spot with regard 
to the conduct of their own 
children. 
Until there comes 
about a greater degree of par­ 
ental understanding—real inte­ 
rest, affection and concern, we 
will witness a continued up­ 
surge in juvenile crime. 
“ There must be a moral re­ 
awakening in every home of 
our country. Disrespect for law 
and order is a tragic moral 
illness. 
“ Our city streets are jungles 
of terror. The viciousness of 
rapists, murderers and mug­ 
gers who attack women and 
young girls seems to know no 
bounds. This senseless sadism 
can be stopped only by a con­ 
certed, realistic action on the 
part of everyone connected with 
law enforcement and our ju­ 
dicial processes. 
“ We must adopt stiffer laws 
and a more stern policy toward

Too often the interests of jus­ 
tice and consideration for the 
welfare of society are buried 
under an avalanche of court 
decisions which give violators 
of the law rights and privileges 
that destroy respect for the law 
and public safety.” 
When parental responsibility 
has been abdicated at home, 
the schools must make the at­ 
tempt at least to instil a re­ 
spect for discipline so neces­ 
sary if the challenge of crime 
that is felt nation-wide is to 
be met. 
When I was a youth, our house­ 
hold was bossed by Mother and 
Father. The children didn't 
“ run things” to suit their own 
whims. This was the general 
picture, and it didn't mean 
that beatings were routine. My 
father never laid his hand on 
me; Mother had a switch which 
she seldom used. But the threat 
of punishment was there. 
If parents are lax in imposing 
discipline, the schools must 
take up the Mack. And the 
teachers should be permitted 
to use the rod. Otherwise the 
child may be spoiled. Within 
reason, of course. I wish we 
had 
a few more “ Spank­ 
ing Judges.” 


Beef-Round 
Trip Ticket 


Roast beef or steaks, and nat­ 
urally the cattle 
they come 
from, have made a full cir­ 
cle — from 
their European 
origin to the U. S. and now 
back to Europe. 
The U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture recently reported a 
number of shipments of fresh 
and frozen beef and live cattle 
to European countries. West 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland and 
England, for example, are buy­ 
ing or considering buying U.S.. 
meat. Some countries in other 
parts of the world are invest­ 
igating the possibility as well. 
Had it not been for some of 
these same countries “ export­ 
ing cattle years ago, we may 
never have known the delicious, 
tender, juicy beef of today. 
Present day meaty cattle are 
said to stem from the Short­ 
horns, oldest of today's popu­ 
lar breeds. These, as well as 
Herefords, were English “ ex­ 
ports.” The old Texas Long­ 
horns originated in Spain, while 


the Angus were from Scotland. 
Of course there were others 
and some 
native 
American 
strains have been developed. 
Most Europeans are accus­ 
tomed to leaner meat. But, 
according to reactions from the 
first samples of beef exports, 
they like the high quality, richly 
marbled meat. 
Interestingly 
enough, 
we 
Americans also have adopted 
many recipes with the “ flavor” 
of other countries. 
For ex­ 
ample, try; 


BEEF “ INTERNATIONAL” 
RECIPES 


SCOTCH MEAT PATTIES 
3/4 pound ground beef 
1/3 cup milk 
3/4 cup quick-cooking oats 
salt and pepper 
2 tablespoons cooking oil 
1 cup water 
1/4 cup chopped celery 
1/4 cup chopped green pepper 
1/4 cup chopped onion 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce 
1 tablespoon flour 


Combine meat, milk, oats, 1 
teaspoon salt, and pepper. 
Make very thin patties; brown 
on both sides in the oil in a 
fry pan. Add water and veg­ 
etables: season with Worcester­ 
shire sauce, salt and pepper. 
Cook, covered, over low heat 
30 minutes. Blend flour with 
a little cold water, add slowly 
to the mixture, and cook until 
thickened, stirring occasion­ 
ally.

ing season. 
Losing just one percent ef­ 
ficiency can mean the loss of 
a dollar per acre of more if 
the cotton is making a bale 
per acre. It is not uncommon 
for a poorly adjusted picker to 
lose 8 or 10 percent efficiency. 
This means the picker just 
failed to get $8 or $10 worth 
of cotton which it should hav e 
picked. 
A good job of harv esting can 
be done only if all working parts 
are in good condition. Hav ing 
a qualified dealer giv e your 
picker 
a 
complete mainten­ 
ance check ev ery y ear is your 
best assurance of hav ing your 
picker in proper condition. 
A certain amount of adjust­ 
ing, repairing and replacing 
is needed, for example, to keep 
spindles, doffers, and moisten­ 
ing sy stem all in proper re­ 
lation. This is one reason foi 
hav ing your machine checkei 
each 
season 
by 
properly - 
trained personnel who hav e ade - 
quate shop equipment for such 
a job. This y early maintenance 
check can help (1) lower general 
repair cost, (2) reduce danger 
of machine failure during har­ 
v est, and (3) maintain high pick­ 
ing efficiency .

The essence of the welfare 
state is to destroy initiativ e 
by solv ing an increasing nu m­ 
ber of the problems of the peo­ 
ple for them by their benev olent 
g ov ernments. This weakens the 
initiativ e of the people and con­ 
centrates power in the hands of 
their bosses. 
As the states 
solv e an 
ev er 
increasing 
nu mber of problems of the peo­ 
ple, the latter prog ressiv ely 
lose self reliance and initiativ e. 
None of u s are strong er than 
the problems we solv e and the 
difficu lties we ov ercome. As 
the necessity for doing these 
ardu ou s tasks decreases u nder 
the welfare state ideolog y , the 
moral stamina and ing enu ity of 
the people declines. Those who 
solv e their own problems g row 
strong . 
Those who seek and 
accept help from the state, be­ 
come its serv ile dependents.

invite under this p re­ 
tense of social welfare. 


The above statement will bear 
study. 
Let us reduce it to its 
essentials: 
1. It is dangerous to do for 
people what they can do for 
themselves. 
2. The welfare of workers de­ 
pends upon their own initiative. 
3. To lessen initiative is the 
greatest crime that can be com­ 
mitted against the toilers. 
4. Let social busybodies and 
professional ‘public moral ex­ 
perts' reflect upon the perils 
they rashly invite under their 
pretense of social welfare. 


The essence of the welfare 
state is to destroy initiative 
by solving an increasing num­ 
ber of the problems of the peo­ 
ple for them by their benevolent 
governments 
This weakens the 
initiative of the people and con­ 
centrates power in the hands of 
their bosses. 
As the states 
solve an 
ever 
increasing 
number of problems of the peo­ 
ple, the latter progressively 
lose self reliance and initiative. 
None of us are stronger than 
the problems we solve and the 
difficulties we overcome. 
As 
the necessity for doing these 
arduous tasks decreases under 
the welfare state ideology, the 
moral stamina and ingenuity of 
the people declines. Those who 
solve their own problems grow 
strong. 
Those who seek and 
accept help from the state, be­ 
come its servile deoendents.

NICOSIA, Cyprus AP - Pres­ 
ident Makarios won a pledge 
of 
support 
today 
from the 
United Arab Republic in his 
dispute with Turkish Cypriots 
on troubled Cyprus as anti- 
American demonstrations con­ 
tinued in Turkey. 
President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser also warned against outside 
interference In the island’s af­ 
fairs, said a joint communique 
issued in Alexandria at the con­ 
clusion of talks between Nasser 
and Makarios. 
Nasser did not specifically 
pledge military support, howev­ 
er. 
Nasser’s pledge to Makarios 
came on the heels of renewed 
demonstrations in Turkey’s key 
cities. 
The United Arab Republic thus 
followed the lead of Greece and 
the Soviet Union in 
promis­ 
ing help if Cyprus were in­ 
vaded by Turkey. 
_ "The U. A. R. is prepared to 
provide Cyprus with every pos­ 
sible support for the sake of 
strengthening the efforts of the 
Cypriot people In their struggle 
to safeguard the unity of their 
island," the communique said. 
“ The two sides agreed that 
foreign military bases are a 
threat to international peace," 
it added. 
Nasser is known to bo opposed 
to the presence of Western m ili­ 
tary bases In the eastern Medi­ 
terranean. Britain retains two 
military bases on Cyprus under 
the 1960 treaty of independ­ 
ence. A British base on Cyprus 
was used as a staging area 
for the British-French attack on 
Egypt during

crisis. 
Reliable sources said Makar­ 
ios and Nasser also discussed a 
possible 
shipment 
of Soviet 
arms to Cyprus via Egypt. 
Before departing for Cyprus, 
Makarios told a news confer­ 
ence Nasser had promised him 
“ all possible assistance to meet 
the danger of any new aggres­ 
sion."

Hofia's Pressure for Probe of 
Justice Dept. May Bring New 
Investigation of Teamsters

Washington, D.C*-Twice con­ 
victed Jimmy Hofto — still under 
secret investigation by three 
federal agencies - may 
be 
opening a Pandora's box from 
which will slither his past links 
with men denounced by U. S. 
authorities as the most un­ 
savory criminal elements in 
the land. 
Hoffa’s Teamsters have been 
coming “ in droves** during this 
election year to pressure mem­ 
bers of the House Judiciary 
Committee into voting a probe 
of the Justice Dept. Eventually 
they may get their probe. But 
not the kind Hoffa wants. 
The constant pressure has 
angered many of the 25-man 
House committee. Some with 
whom I've spoken have been 
provoked into going over the 
federal records privately to de­ 
termine whether the Justice 
Dept, was justified in crack­ 
ing down on the Brotherhood of 
Teamsters* beleagured chief. 
In the official, documented 
McClellan committee reports, 
for example, they have found 
statements revealing Jim Hof­ 
fa’s friendship and association 
with men accused under oath 
of being part of the Co sa Nos- 
tra, the Mafia, and the Ca­ 
pone 
crime 
syndicate. 
Ir­ 
ritated congressmen have said 
recently that a probe of the 
Justice Dept, would have to 
bring these connections right 
into the open at public hearings. 
There is no doubt, for exam­ 
ple, of Hoffa’s old friendship 
with ex-convict Johnny Dio who 
was named as part of a Cosa 
Nostra group by Joe Valachi late 
last year. Hoffa once offered 
Dio any job be wanted in the 
Teamsters. 
There are other. such con­ 
tacts. The McClellan commit­ 
tee report reveals that “ James 
R. Hoffa has a long and con. 
tinued association with Leu Far­ 
rell, a Des Moines, Iowa, rack­ 
et figure who is also involved 
In the labor relations business. 
Reports 
of 
the 
Kefauver 
committee Identified him as a 
Capone mobster operating in 
Iowa," 
This same summary states 
that “ James R. Hoffa has had 
a long and continuing associa­ 
tion with Angelo Melt, a De­ 
troit prohibition hoodlum. * ." 
There is also Joey Glim co, 
still president of Teamsters 
Chicago local 777. This asso­ 
ciate of Hoffa’s is identified in 
the government document as a 
“ close associate of Lucky Lu­ 
ciano, Tony Accardo, Murray 


(The Camel) Humphreys, Paul 
(The Waiter) Ricca. . ." Yet 
Glimco is still in office. 


There are others who are un­ 
der indictment, or have been 
convicted of extortion and are 
active in the Teamsters. Some 
members of the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee are willing to take up 
the probe where the Senate 
rackets committee left off some 
time ago. 
One such congressman said 
the other day he ran into a sec­ 
tion of the report which re­ 
vealed that two Teamsters* lo­ 
cals, 
one headed by Hoffa, 
bought the former Long Beach, 
Indiana estate of Paul (The 
Waiter) Ricca. He is described 
in the records as the “ most 
notorious gangster in the UJS." 
The congressman noted that the 
McClellan committee report 
showed that the Teamsters paid 
$150,000 
for 
the property 
when a real estate appraiser, 
retained by the committee, put 
the estate's value at only $85,* 
OOO. 
Oddly enough, all this could 
come into the probe asked for 
in the resolution submitted by 
those 
friendly 
to 
Hoffa. 
The resolution does not limit 
itself to the Teamster’s pres­ 
ident alone. 
“ This resolution they want 
passed opens a Pandora’s box," 
Judiciary Committee chairman 
Emanuel Ceiler told me. 
“ Furthermore, I have taken 
the position that while Hoffa's 
appeals are pending, the com­ 
mittee should not intervene in or„ 
interfere with any judicial'proc- 
ess. 
The law courts should 
work 
their will, If we es­ 
tablished a second forum by 
holding open hearings, we would 
be providing the grounds for ap- 
pllcatlons for new trials. 
“ The waters would be mu<^ 
died. The Teamsters* plan is to 
pull Mr, Holla’s chestnuts out 
of the fire and have die Ju­ 
diciary Committee prove his ii* 
nocence despite the verdicts of 
two juries. 
I am opposed to 
permitting the committee to be 
used tor the aforesaid purposes* 
I have set my face against any 
effort to make a mockery of 
the committee." 
Other members of the com­ 
mittee planned to contact Sena­ 
tor McClellan and ask for a 
sweeping new investigation of 
the Teamsters* leader and those 
who are pressuring the House 
group. Their attitude is: IX 
Hoffa wants a probe of the mo­ 
tivations behind federal prose­ 
cutions of him and other Team­ 
sters* officials, let there be a 
probe right out in the open by 
the original investigators. 
But it won't be the probe he 
bargained for.

With these words, Colonel 
Hugh H. Waggoner expressed 
the concern of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol on the Labor 
Day holiday. 
The Patrol expects the traffic 
patterns to be about the same 
as last year. The holiday period 
will begin 6:00 p.m. Friday, 
September 4, and extend to mid­ 
night, Monday, September 7. 
The Patrol records Indicate 
that if the accident pattern per­ 
sists, most of the accidents 
will occur on Saturday. Our 
records for the past ten years 
show an average of .27 deaths 
per hour during that 24 hour 
period. The six-hour period 
from 6:00 p m. Friday to mid­ 
night has averaged .23 deaths 
an hour.

When asked lf he could predict 
the greatest cause of accidents 
during the Labor Day period 
Colonel Waggoner saith “ There 
is no single cause in an acci­ 
dent. An accident is the result 
of a series of incidents. In 
practically every accident hum­ 
an failure will be one of the in­ 
cidents. 
“ If drivers make no mistakes, 
this will be the safest holiday 
ever recorded/* he added. “ It 
can hardly be expected, but 
wouldn’t it be nice if every­ 
body got home safe.*’ 
The Colonel pointed out that 
speed will be an Incident in 
many of the accidents, and that 
it can be speed too fast or speed 
too slow for the conditions that 
exist. 
He said, “ Slow speed creates 
congestion which adds tremend­ 
ously to the hazards, and high 
speed allows the driver the least 
chance to prevent being involved 
from his own or someone elses 
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mistakes. Drinking," he said, 
“ will also be involved in tho 
problem because drinking driv­ 
ers will make more errors and 
have less chance of overcoming 
them. 
“If I could talk to every driv­ 
e r /’ the Colonel mused, 
**I 
would try to make them realize 
that every incident on the high­ 
way can be one of a series that 
results in tragedy. For the most 
part, when drivers fall to under­ 
stand this, they will reach the 
point-of no-return In the acci­ 
dent situation before they real­ 
ize they are in It.”

Washington-Four years ago 
almost to the month, 
Lyndon 
Johnson, now President of the 
United States, and Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, now candidate for 
vice president, held a secret 
huddle at which Johnson urged 
Humphrey to team up with him 
on a Johnson-Humphrey ticket 
to stop John F. Kennedy. 
Humphrey refused. 
“ The man to run for vice 
president on your ticket is Gene 
McCarthy," he advised. “ He's 
the guy for you. But you've got 
to promote him. Tell some 
newspapermen about him —pub­ 
licize him." 
He went on to tell how he 
had ended up his Wisconsin 
campaign $27,000 in the hole, 
how he had begged, borrowed, 
passed the hat, still had noth- 
ins 'lo r 
his 
expenses 
in 
West 
Virginia. Kennedy had: 
the money, he didn’t. 
“ Hie only thing I had in 
West Virginia," he said, “was 
Humphrey* I had no gas com­ 
pany, no oil wells, no iron 
mines no family fortune. All 
I had was a few fellows In 
Minnesota who had given me a 
few dollars in the past." 
Hubert told Johnson how he 
had broken down in his hotel 
room and wept when the news 
came through of his West Vir­ 
ginia defeat. 
-Success by Really Trying- 
Today, the pendulum 
has 
swung In the opposite direction. 
Today, the same Hubert Hum* 
phrey, 
radiantly 
happy, is 
sitting on top of the world. He 
has lived up to his middle 
name “ Horatio." He is the boy 
who achieved political success 
by really trying. 
Last week with the same 
swing of the pendulum, be was 
opposing Gene McCarthy, not 
recommending him, and instead 
of being crushed and dejected, 


he was so seif-confident that 
he came to Atlantic City with 
LBJ-HHH buttons already pre­ 
pared, and with a staff of 75 
ensconed on one whole floor of 
the 
Shelbourne Hotel. Total 
cost: $35,000. 
Yet he did not know, until 
summoned to Washington at the 
last minute, that he would get 
LBJ*s nod for vice president 
which he had spurned four years 
before. 
-Striking Contrast to 
Coldwater- 
It was not good politics to 
announce it to the convention, 
but one important factor In 
Lyndon Johnson’s mind in pick* 
ing Humphrey for vicepresident 
was his record vis-a-vis Cold­ 
water. 
No 
two Senators have had 
records more diametrically op* 
posite and no two men can give 
the voters a more clear-cut 
choice, 
As early as 1956, Humphrey 
stuck his neck out by urging 
the end of nuclear bomb test* 
ing. Later Eisenhower accepted 
this, and last summer it be­ 
came the official policy of the 
United States, Russia and IOO 
other nations* Coldwater votes 
against the test ban treaty* 
As early as 1953, Humphrey 
urged a State Department com­ 
mittee to explore ways and 
means of handling the arma­ 
ment race* Elsenhower, sev­ 
en years later, got around to 
appointing such a committee, 
and today this committee, un­ 
der Johnson, is making some 
success at Geneva. Coldwater 
still opposes arms limitation. 
As early as 1948, Humors* 
lied the courage to steed up toe*: 
’ole Hie Democratic National 
Convention and urge fellow 
Democrats to ^§et out (rom tie 
shadow of states rights and 


walk forthrightly in the bright 
sunshine of human rights." 
Last week at Atlantic City, 
the Democratic party adopted a 
revolutionary resolution, 
in­ 
vading 
states 
rights, 
and 
telling 
Mississippi and Ala­ 
bama 
to 
quit discriminating 
against Negro voting or else be 
barred from future conventions. 
Sen* Gol&setter has cham­ 
pioned states rights. 
In the early days of the Eisen­ 
hower 
administration* Hum­ 
phrey proposed civilian con­ 
servation camps, training for 
drop-outs, 
loans for college 
construction. Part of this re- 
cently has become the back­ 
bone of the anti-poverty pro­ 
gram. Coldwater voted against 
the anti-poverty bill. 
So runs the record. Perhaps 
at no time in this century have 
two men been up for election to 
high position more diametrical­ 
ly opposite in their political 
philosophy and voting records. 
Humphrey was under bitter 
private attack by the Mississip­ 
pi Freedom Democrats during 
the Atlantic City convention* 
They accused him of selling 
out, OI losing his old crusad­ 
ing zeal, of yielding to the 
South when he backed a com­ 
promise by which only two of 
the Freedom delegates would 
be seated. 
But this is not a charge 
made by Republicans. Some of 
them remember the new sym­ 
bol which Hubert once coined 
for their party: the mole* 
"The mole only sees In the 
darkness and is blinded by die 
1 sunlight," said the Democratic 
candidate for vice president* 
! "That is typical of the Repub­ 
lican party. They are just dis­ 
covering yesterday's today and 
ane unwilling to recognise that 
there will be any birthdays*"

ELLO YOUNG SE W ER S . . . let's get to know each other. 
Many of you know your sewing from “ A-line” to “Zipper”, 
while others are just learning your bias from your selvage. This 
column is for all of you, experienced and novice alike. 
I don’t plan to give you stitch-by-stitch sewing lessons but I do 
hope to help you make your clothes look just a little bit more pro­ 
fessional, to be more creative and imaginative with style and fabric, 
and to pass along to you the “extras” I've learned by sewing every­ 
thing from coats to bathing suits . . . ANI) . . . loving every minute 
of it! 
SEEING YOU IN A PATTERN 
I’ve chosen this "take-you-anywhere-anytime” pattern to illus­ 
trate what I consider the most important thing in sewing; thf 
ability to look at a pattern and see all its possibilities. This, to me, 
is more important than the technical aspects of sewing. Certainly, 
a well-placed dart or a carefully lined skirt will make your clothes 
tailored perfectly to your every inch . . . but to get that custom- 
made, original wardrobe that sewing entitles you to . . . adapt every 
pattern to you. 


24 HOUR FASHION 
As a perfect example of the effects you can achieve with one style, 
take the two chic young ladies shown here. They’re both w earing 
Simplicity pattern 5660 .. . each is simple to do, yet are wonderfully 
different fashions. The bright tweed jumper, with its deep sleeve- 
lessness (very new, this year) and plunging V-neck will put you 
right at the head of your fashion class. The same pattern, done in a 
delicate, paste) wool with neck insert and easy, graceful sleeves, 
becomes a perfect date dress. 
You could even do it in a wide-wale corduroy for very special 
weekends and wear it unbelted with a bulky turtle neck sweater 
and thickly ribbed woolen stockings.

For example, woolen suiting and tweeds such as 
those used in today’s pattern, need heavy duty mercerized thread 
. . . one shade darker than the fabric . . . and a coarse needle, sew ing 
approximately 8 stitches per inch. To help you in making the right 
selections, there is a free leaflet available which contains complete 
information on thread, needles, sewing machines and correct pres­ 
sure and tension.

Hoover. 
WHATEVER MAY BE the ad­ 
vantages of the woodshed treat­ 
ment in the home, there is the 
problem of how corporal pun­ 
ishment can be handled in the 
schools. 
There are restric­ 
tions, som e of them of legal 
import. If a school kid objects 
to discipline, if he defies his 
teacher and sets an example 
of incorrigible rebellion to o r­ 
derly conduct, what is the teach­ 
er to do? Is he permitted to 
slug the offender and by brute 
force make him a decent citi­ 
zen? 
The states do not agree on 
how this delicate issue is to 
be handled. To what extent is 
the rod to be returned as aa 
instrument of curbing juvenile) 
resistance to authority? 
The issue is brought into fo­ 
cus by what is happening in the 
national 
capital, Washington, 
D.C. where corporal punish­ 
ment in the schools is banned. 
Superintendent of Schools Carl 
F. Hansen has recommended 
that the ban be lifted as one 
aid to restoring order and d is­ 
cipline in a system that is con­ 
stantly in the throes of tur­ 
moil.

Hp does not say that there 
should be unlim ited use of the 
rod and the brass-edged ru ler 
but he believes his teachers 
should have the authority tc 
Inflict physical punishment as a 
d eterrent to the Im pertinence 
and Insolence that are actually 
encouraged under present regu­ 
lations, with pupils taunting the 
teacher, with the threat to have 
the law on them if they so 
much as adm inister a sm a rt­ 
ing slap. 
THE DISTRICT of Columbia 
schools were the fir st to deseg­ 
regate after the Supreme Court 
ruling. There are, Inevitably, 
racial tensions which were ac­ 
cented last Thanksgiving Day 
when an a ll-Negro team lost 
a football game to a team pre­ 
dominately white. There was a 
riot and 300 persons were In­ 
jured. 
An investigation by a citi­ 
zens’ committee followed and 
It reported law lessness and lack 
of control in the schools. 
Mr. Hansen has therefore re­ 
quested the school board to give 
him the authority to expel or 
suspend unruly students, to put 
disorderly students in special 
classes apart from the others 
and to lift the ban on cor­ 
poral punishment. 
Inasmuch as the District is 
operated by a committee of 
Congress, action is slow, one 
reason being that the states do 
not agree on the type of pun­ 
ishment for unruly pupils. 
For Instance, New Jersey is 
the only state that prohibits cor­ 
poral 
punishment. 
In 
three 
s t a t e s —Pennsylvania, 
West 
Virginia and Oklahoma--the law 
puts the teacher in the cate­ 
gory of a parent who presumably 
has all the right he needs to 
take care of the disturbing prog­ 
eny. 
Four states—Florida, Mon­ 
tana, Vermont and Virgin in­ 
definitely permit teachers to 
inflict 
corporal 
punishment 
"under 
certain 
conditions." 
Montana requires that the par­ 
ent or guardian must be noti­ 
fied except when there is open 
and flagrant defiance by the 
pupil. 
In most states the teacher is 
given the authority “ to pre­ 
serve the peace” with the pro­ 
viso that punishment must not 
be excessive and that it must 
be reasonable in its im posi­ 
tion. 
M issouri has not gone into 
the issue with too much vigor 
but an Attorney General's opin­ 
ion a dozen years ago said d is­ 
cipline was needed and proper­ 
ly imposed would be permitted. 
BACK OF ALL THIS is the 
fact that in many states a teach­ 
er is subject to legal reprisal— 
in other words, can be sued— 
if the parents of disorderly 
pupils feel their dear kids have 
been abused. 
The possibility 
that a teacher may be jerked 
into court is a deterrent to the 
exercise of keeping the unruly 
pupils in line. 
I wonder how the court would 
rule lf a teacher defended him­ 
se lf against rockthrowlng hood­ 
lu m s—and there have been such 
cases. According to an official 
survey, there have been 60 re­ 
ported cases of assault and 
battery against teachers dur­ 
ing this century. 
Have we reached the point 
where teaching is a hazardous 
profession in which the teacher 
is called on to defend himself 


with fist or club when the "poor 
dears" decide to wage guerrilla 
warfare on the one who Is sup­ 
posed to point the way to the 
better American life? 
“ IT IR UTTERLY TRAGIC,” 
said Mr. Hoover, "that many 
otherwise intelligent people de­ 
velop a blind spot with regard 
to the conduct of their own 
children. 
Until 
there comes 
about a greater degree of par­ 
ental understanding—real Inte­ 
rest, affection and concern, we 
will witness a continued up­ 
surge in juvenile crime. 
“ There must be a moral re­ 
awakening 
In every home of 
our country. Disrespect for law 
and order is a tragic moral 
Illness. 
“ Our city streets are jungles 
of terror. The viciousness of 
rapists, murderers and mug­ 
gers who attack women and 
young girls seem s to know no 
bounds. This senseless sadism 
can be stopped only by a con­ 
certed, realistic action on the 
part of everyone connected with 
law enforcement and our Ju­ 
dicial processes. 
"We must adopt stiffer laws 
and a more stern policy toward 
these 
perverted 
Individuals. 
Too often the interests of Jus­ 
tice and consideration for tho 
welfare of society are burled 
under an avalanche of court 
decisions which give violators 
of the law rights and privileges 
that destroy respect for the law 
and public safety.” 
W’hen parental responsibility 
has been abdicated at home, 
the schools must make the at­ 
tempt at least to instil a re­ 
spect for discipline so neces­ 
sary if the challenge of crim e 
that is felt nation-wide is to 
be met. 
When I was a youth, our house­ 
hold was bossed by Mother and 
Father. 
The 
children didn’t 
“ run things" to suit their own 
whims. This was the general 
picture, and it didn't mean 
that beatings were routine. My 
father never laid his hand on 
me; Mother had a switch which 
she seldom used. But the threat 
of punishment was there. 
If parents are lax in imposing 
discipline, the schools must 
take up the Mack. And the 
teachers should be permitted 
to use the rod. Otherwise the 
child may be spoiled. Within 
reason, of course. I wish we 
had 
a 
few 
more 
"Spank­ 
ing Judges."

Had it not been for some of 
these same countries “ export­ 
ing cattle years ago, we may 
never have known the delicious, 
tender, juicy beef of today. 
Present day meaty cattle are 
said to stem from the Short­ 
horns, oldest of today's popu­ 
lar breeds. These, as well as 
Herefords, were English “ ex­ 
ports.” 
The old Texas Long­ 
horns originated in Spain, while 


the Angus were from Scotland. 
Of course there were others 
and some 
native 
American 
strains have been developed. 
Most Europeans ars accus­ 
tomed to leaner meat. but, 
according to reactions from the 
first sam ples of beef exports, 
they like the high quality, richly 
marbled meat. 
Interestingly 
enough, 
we 
Americans also have adopted 
many recipes with the “ flavor" 
of other countries. 
For ex­ 
ample, try: 


BEEF “ INTERNATIONAL" 
RECIPES 


SCOTCH MEAT PATTIES 
3/4 pound ground beef 
1/3 cup milk 
3/4 cup quick-cooking oats 
salt and pepper 
2 tablespoons cooking oil 
I cup water 
1/4 cup chopped celery 
1/4 cup chopped green pepper 
1/4 cup chopped onion 
I teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce 
I tablespoon flour 


Combine meat, milk, oats, I 
teaspoon salt, and pepper. 
Make very thin patties; brown 
on both sides In the oil in a 
fry pan. 
Add water and veg­ 
etables: season with Worcester­ 
shire sauce, salt and pepper. 
Cook, covered, over low heat 
30 minutes. 
Blend flour with

Labor has contributed its 
share of wise leadership. Many 
will recall that in 1946, P resi­ 
dent 
William Greene of The 
American Federation of Labor, 
13 of his Vice-Presidents and 
George Meany, Secretary- 
T reasurer, issued a statement 
of {Wiley In which they said 
that there must t«e no wage 
demands that would load to 
increased prices during the 
post-war period. Had that pol­ 
icy been followed, the post-war 
wage push inflation would have 
been avoided. 
One of the ablest labor leaders 
of all tim es was the late 
Samuel Gompers, founder of the 
A F. of L , and for many years 
its President. 
The following 
quotation from Mr 
Gompers 
states a profound truth which 
was never more needed than 
at the present time: 


Doinc for people what they 
can and ought to do for them­ 
selves is a dangerous exper­ 
iment. 
In the last analysis, 
the welfare of the workers de­ 
pends upon their own initiative. 
Whatever is done under the 
guise of philanthropy or social 
morality which 
in 
any way 
lessens initiative is the greatest 
crim e that can tie committed 
against the toilers. Let social 
busybodies and professional 
‘public moral experts' in their 
fads reflect upon the perils they 
rashly 
invite under this pre­ 
tense of social welfare. 


The above statement will bear 
study. 
Let us reduce it to its 
essentials: 
1. It is dangerous to do for 
people what they can do for 
themselves. 
2. The welfare of workers de­ 
pends upon their own initiative. 
3. To lessen initiative is the 
greatest crim e that can be com­ 
mitted against the tollers. 
4. Let social busybodies and 
professional ‘public moral ex­ 
perts' reflect upon the perils 
they rashly invite under their 
pretense of social welfare. 


The essence of the welfare 
state is to destroy initiative 
by solving an increasing num­ 
ber of the problems of the peo­ 
ple for them by their benevolent 
governments 
This weakens the 
initiati ve of the people and con­ 
centrates power in the hands of 
their bosses. 
As the states 
solve an 
ever 
increasing 
number of problems of the peo­ 
ple, the latter 
progressively 
lose self reliance and initiative. 
None of us are stronger than 
the problems we solve and the 
difficulties we overcome. 
As 
the necessity for doing these 
arduous tasks decreases under 
the welfare state ideology, the 
moral stamina and ingenuity of 
the people declines. Those who 
solve their own problems grow 
strong. 
Those who seek and 
accept help from the state, be­ 
come its servile dependents. 


Killbride 
Enjoys Doing 
Nothing

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — “ What 
do I do? I do nothing," says 
Percy Kilbride. “ I'm more or 
less a — well, you might call me 
a bum.** 
That's not likely. Kilbride is a 
spry, 
crickety, 
tweed-sulted 
gentleman of 77 years. He is the 
only Boulevard regular who is 
recognized by the present gen. 
eration of movie fans. 
“ Hey — you're Pa Kettle!" 
tourists shout at the trim -fi­ 
gured, 
hawk-nosed 
man. He 
gives them a half smile and a 
cock of the head, then hurries 
on his way. He spent a half cen­ 
tury as an actor and finds that 
the public rem em bers him only 
as the hayseed Pa of the Kettle 
family series, which he recalls 
with distaste. 
His career started in 1905 in 
his native San Francisco and 
nearly ended the next year in 
the earthquake. He survived but 
his theater didn’t, and he began 
years of traveling with stock 
companies, playing a different 
melodrama weekly. He later 
made it to Broadway as a popu­ 


lar character man and came to 
films in the role he created on 
the stage in “ George Washing, 
ton Slept Here.** 
Kilbride enjoyed steady en’, 
ployment in films, often as a 
taxi driver, even though he 
didn't drive. Then fate was to 
cast him and Marjorie Main as 
the 
rambunctious Kettles in 
“ The Egg and L" 
The 
follow-up 
series was 
highly successful. But Killbride 
was distressed at playing the 
same bucolic character, and 
the sight-gag stunts were too 
violent for his delicate consti­ 
tution. 
“ After my contract was up, I 
told the studio I wouldn't do any 
m ore," he said. “ But then a 
new regime took over Univer­ 
sal. They offered me a lim­ 
ousine to and from work and an 
amazing amount of money. 
“ Well, I agreed to do one 
more. But I made them put in 
the contract that no one at the 
studio could even mention the 
possibility that I might do an­ 
other one." 
Kilbride limped through “ Ma 
and Pa Kettle at Home," the 
seventh of the series. He was so 
ill and distressed by the end of 
it that he decided to close out 
his career. 
That was ll years ago, and he 
now appears as hale as in his 
prim e as Pa Kettle. He admit- 
ted that retirement sits well 
with him. 
“ I live very quietly," he re- 
marked. “ I see some friends 
now and then. Mostly, I walk. I 
walk four miles a day or more 
— down to Wilshire Boulevard 
or over to Griffith Park. I like 
to walk. 
“ At night I stay in my apart­ 
ment and read. Don't watch tel­ 
evision. Don't do much of any­ 
thing. Don't miss doing any. 
thing. It's pretty easy to do, you 
know, if you set your mind to it. 
I think it comes easy to actors. 
We spend a great deal of our 
lives doing nothing."
